The business is being broken 
into the following twelve divisions: 
Tires, footwear, mechanical goods, 
sundries, clothing, Naugatuck 
Chemical Company, Rubber Re- 
generating Company, Dominion 
Rubber Company, Ltd., General 
Rubber Company, Rubber Planta- 
tions, Inc., distributing districts, 
and the United States Rubber Ex- 
port Company. 

Each of these divisions will be 
operated by a president in the case 
of subsidiary company and by a 
general manager in the case of de- 
partments. These officers will con- 
trol all of the activities of their 
divisions, including manufacturing. 
Selling, accounting, research and 
development, etc., and will keep the 
resident of the United States Rub- 
er Company informed through re- 
ports. Each general manager or 
president will have at his service 
Such departments of the parent 
company as finance and accounts. 
planning and engineering, industrial 
and public relations, advertising, 
legal and patent. etc. 

Each devartment under this plan 
is in practice a separate company, 
and when things go wrene it will 
be easy for the head of the gen- 
eral company to trace the trouble 
Also when notable eains are made 
by any department the men resnon- 
Sible will be readily known. It is 
the nurpese of the company to re- 
ward members of the organization 
who make outstanding contributions 
to the company’s success.

END N. Y. MEETINGS 


Group to Study Gas 
Tax Start on First Leg 
Of National Tour 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Foliow- 
ing two days of conferences 
with the members and officials 
of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, which ter- 
minated here this afternoon, the 
delegates of the German Gas Tax 
Commission will leave for Har- 
risburg, Pa., tomorrow, and dur- 
ing the early part of next week 
will proceed to Washington, D. 
C-, where they will be received 
by members of various associa- 
tions and officials of the United 

States government. 

During the meeting 
Chamber members here, this 
morning the delegates were aa- 
dressed by W. L. Dill, commissioner 
of motor vehicles of New Jersey, 
and R. C. Holmes, president of the 
Texas Company, who is represent- 
ing the petroleum interests. 
Luncheon was served at the Trans- 
portation Club at 12.30, and the 
conferences were continued later. 

At the afternoon session the 
members of the commission were 
addressed by G. C. Woodruff, as- 
sistant freight traffic manager of 
the New York Central Railroad, on 
“Competition Between Rail ans 
Motor Transport.” L. H. Palmer. 
vice-president of the Fifth Avenue 
Coach Company; Arthur P. War- 
ner, general manager of the Pub- 
lic Service Corporation of New Jer- 
sey, and G. Murdock of the 
Capitol Bus Terminals, spoke on 
various phases of local and long 
distance bus operation and the gas- 
oline tax. 

John N. Willys, chairman of the 
Export Committee of the N. A. 
C. . yesterday welcomed the 
delegates to the United States 
and offered them admittance to 
all plants in the industry with 
the opportunity to study Ameri- 
can manufacturing methods. 

H. H. Rice, chairman of the Tax- 
ation Committee of the N. A. C. C., 
warned the delegates against the 
loss involved in having roads con- 
structed by various governmental 
agencies. Mr. Rice maintained that 
state funds should go for state roads 
and should not be refunded to the 
counties. He pointed cut that roads

Presl- 


dent Ward S. Perry, head of the Vesta Battery Corportion, said this was 


the largest attendance in the history of the association. } 


The large attendance is due, 
according to Mr. Perry, to the 
widespread interest in the code of 
ethics, cost accounting, uniform 
standards and statistics that will 
come up for discussion and action 
during the convention. 

Although the program called only 
fcr committee meetings on the open- 
ing day, yesterday, the registrations 
of delegates were exceptionally large. 
Mayor Murray Seasongood of Cin- 
cinnati welcomed visitors, and at the 
formal opening yesterday Mr. Perry 
presided. This sessicn was followed 
in rapid succession by meetings of 
the various committees, and the de- 
liberations and findings were report- 
ed at tocay’s session 

The annual address of President 
Perry and reports of Treasurer Paul 
M. Marko and Commissioner W. J. 
Parker featured the morning session ; 
today, at which committee reports 
were submitted. Markham Flannery, 
director of trade practice confer- 
ences, and O. J. McClure, author of 
“Practical Selling,” addressed the 
afternoon session. 

“President Hoover is thoroughly 
acquainted with association advant- 
ages and for this reason, in my 
opinion. the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion will be a larger factor under his 
administration than ever before,” 
said Mr. Perry. 

“For that reason it is most de- 
sirable that our association adopt 
a code of ethics to govern the in- 
dustry which will have approval 
of the Federal commission to the 
end that any manufacturer at- 
tempting anything destructive 
may be brought to time through 
the commission. That is the fea- 
ture, although a uniform distribu- 
tion in cost accounting, gathering 
and publication of statistics, uni- 
form standards of tests for bat- 
teries, problems of selling and dis- 
tribution through super-service 
stations and dealer co-operation 
will be prominent in deliberations 
of members.”

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The Conquest of the Air 


E talk rather glibly today of the conquest of the air, 
which is in many ways the outstanding achievement 
The strides that 


W 


of mankind during the present century. 
have been made in aviation are astonishing. Within twenty 
years after the first feeble flutterings by man, we make 
long journeys and conduct a considerable amount of busi-| 
ness through the element once owned exclusively by the} 
birds. 

Nevertheless, the budding genius need not that 
all the work has been done. Aviation still demands the help 
of genius to enable it to consolidate its position and claim 
complete domination of the air. That this will come cannot 
be doubted, because already there are indications that 
human genius is beginning to grapple with the remaining 


fear 


problems. 

For instance, it is generally agreed that the aircraft of 
the future will be able to take off and land almost vertically. | 
The airplanes of tomorrow will be able to hover, select a 
place to land and drop gently into it, with just enough room 
to spare for wings and fusilage. Not many months ago a 
Spanish youth demonstrated in Europe his “flying wind- 
mill,” which embodied an approach to these characteristics. 
The gyroscope has long been known and the physical 
obstacles that have prevented its development will undoubt- 
edly be overcome in good time. 

Another obstacle to the complete conquest of the air 
is the inability completely to dominate weather conditions. 
Fog causes accidents, snow and sleet must still be reckoned 
with by flyers. Intensive study of fog and the penetration 
of foggy atmosphere are now being conducted at the experi- 
ment station of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
near South Dartmouth, Mass. The penetrating power of 
various kinds and colors of light is being studied. Per- 
haps from these experiments may come a light which will 
give visibility in fog and so remove another obstacle to the 
universal use of the air. 

At any rate, human ingenuity, which has carried us so 
far and so rapidly toward the conquest of the air, is quite 
capable of pressing forward to consolidate our position 
and give us eventually a new element, in which we shall 
be just as much at home as we are today on the ground. 


The Gain in Output 


HEN we come to analyze the production figures for 

the industry during the first quarter’ of 1929, we 
find unmistakably that the large increase recorded is due 
to the re-entry of the Ford Motor Car Company into the 
market. 

During this first quarter of intense activity, 
States and Canada turned out 1,554,210 units, as against 
1,007,274 units in the same period a year ago. This is an 
increase of approximately 550,000 vehicle units and Ford 
production this year showed an increase of almost 450,000 
cars and trucks over the first three months of 1928. In 
other words, the Ford organization accounted for almost the 
entire gain in production. 

But while Ford was busy in the first quarter, the other 
manufacturers were by no means idle. They lifted their 
production about 10 per cent. over the record of 1928. | 
During recent years the first quarter’s production has 
averaged about 25 per cent. of the total for the year, If 1929 
lives up to this prophecy the year’s output would reach the 
6,000,000 mark. 

It is doubtful if the market now in sight would absorb 
that number of vehicle units. Fortunately the structure of 
the automotive industry is flexible. It has demonstrated 
its ability to meet conditions as they arise, to expand or 
contract its output as the market justifies.
